The subject dealt with briefly and 
formally in the treaty itself is covered 
more fully, but with equally binding 
effect, in a detailed appendix, which 
serves to elucidate the treaty’s scope.

THREATS SENT 
TO THE WIDOW 
OF KLINGENBERG 


An anonymous letter, warning Mrs. 
William J. Klingenberg, widow of the 
former president of the Sheridan Trust 
and Savings bank, that she is in dan- 
ger of death at the hands of some 
person interested in the estate of the 
banker, is to be turned over to the 
federal authorities by her attorney, 
Charles E. Erbstein.

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INDICT YOUTHS 
FOR ATTACK ON 
C0-ED AT DE KALB 


Bonds Are $17,500 Each 
—Two Stay in Jail. 


BY GENEVIEVE FORBES HERRICK. 

Sycamore, IL, April 24.—[{Special.] 
—Three young men, former students 
of the Northern Illinois Teachers’ col- 
lege at De Kalb, were indicted this 
morning by the De Kalb county grand 
jury on a charge of criminal assault 
against Miss Dorothy Westervelt, 20, 
co-ed at the college, and this afternoon 
they stood up before Judge William J. 
Fulton and heard him fix their bonds 
at $17,500 each. 

This was a compromise between the 
$5,000 under which each of the trio 
has been under during the investiga- 
tion, and between the $25,000 indi- 
vidual] bail recommended by the grand 


jury. ‘ 
Two Boys Go Back to dail. 
For two of the youths, Emerson Wil- 


' gon of Charleston, Ill, freshman, and 


Staniey Simms Hurt of Malta, Ith, 
senior, this bail meant they must go 
back to the jail. They were led away 
by Sheriff E. E. Crawford. 

For the third, Leonard [Tommy] 
Rich, a graduate of last year’s class, 
and the only one who had been able 
to make the $5,000 bail, it meant mere- 
ly that his father, William Rich, the 
prominent De Kalb citizen, stepped up, 
scheduled some of his farm holdings, 
signed his son's $17,500 bond, and 
promised, as he clenched his fists and 
the tears came to his eyes, to return 
his son in open court May 4. 

Atterneys Make Defense Motions. 

Save for the drama of the father’s 
agony, it was a routine scene, legal 
rather than spectacular. There was 
no angry crowd seeking to take its 
own vengeance. Miss Westervelt, who 
yesterday t6éld her story to the grand 
jury, was absent at her home in Shab- 
bona. The only relatives of the boys 
appearing in court were Mr. Rich and 
Herbert Hurt, Stanley’s stepfather. 

For two days there has been con. 
siderable talk of one, two, possibly ali 
three of the youths entering pleas of 
guilty. Today, however, as soon as 
they were arraigned their counsel, At- 
torneys Harvey Gunsul of Aurora and 
A. G. Kennedy of De Kalb, made mo- 
tiorfs to quash the indictments. Judge 
Fulton set May 4 as the time when he 
will hear arguments on the motions. 
At that time, after the ruling on the 
motions, the trio will make their plea. 
If they enter a “not guilty” Judge 
Fulton will immediately set the date 
for the trial. 

Prosecutor Seeks Early Trial. 

State's Attorney Cassius Poust ar 
gued this afternoon for an early trial 
and made a motion for May 10. It is 
probable the case will be heard the 
latter part of May. As the state’s at- 
torney wast making ‘his motion court- 
room gossip was recalling that in his 
six years’ experience in that office Mr. 
Poust has never had an acquittal. 

Corridor rumor had it also that the 
defense of Hurt and Wilson would be 
based on the fact that Miss Wester- 
velt’s alleged liking for Rich, one of 
the best looking boys in the college 
crowd, laid the basis for the whole af.- 
fair. 

Sunday night, April 11, the three 
students, according to the story Miss 
Westervelt told the grand jury, took 
her riding in Rich's automobile, and, 
having taken her to a lonely road some 
five miles from town, each of the three 
forcibly attacked her. Later, she said, 
they drove her to the home of a friend, 
Miss Lillian Gray, in De Kalb, and let 
her out.

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THE MORAL DODGERS AT 
SPRINGFIELD. 


What was called a Republican state convention 
was assembled in Springfield Friday. In the elec- 
tion preceding it the Republican voters had nom- 


' inated Kinney for state treasurer over Stratton, 
‘Small’s man, by whose candidacy the governor 


tried to regain control of the treasury. Cook 
county Republican voters had defeated Lundin’s 
candidates. The state vote had nominated Smith 
for the United-States senate over McKinley on the 
world court issue. 

In the defeat of the Small and Landin candidates 
the Republican voters had done their best to get 
rid of the damaged goods in their-party. Small 
needed Stratton badly. His candidacy was virtually 
Small’s candidacy. The result was a cold turn- 
down. It was a preposterous grab for the treasury 
and it was stopped. Lundin and Small were pre 
paring in the election to clear ground for Small’s 
renomination two years from now and to prevent 
his impeachment when the legislature meets in 
January. They had hoped to find a majority of the 
Republican primary voters still under the delusions 
or the organization control which have protected 
this abandoned and indecent administration before. 

They were mistaken in that. The Supreme court 
decision upholding the charges against Small threw 
a clear light on the Waukegan trial. He is legally 
responsible for the money he withheld from the 
state treasury. It is not called embezzlement in 
the civil trial. It was so called in the criminal! trial. 

The 
convention called Republican did not. It remained 
morally dead from the feet up. It had a scaven- 
ger’s job in digging into the state administration 
record to get bita which were regarded as not too 
decayed for exhibition.

CHICAGOAN BUYS 


TWO DOCUMENTS 
OF 18TH CENTURY 


Papal Bull Studied at 
U. of C. | 


Two documents of interest to collec- 
tors and students of history have re 
cently ‘come into the possession of a 
Chicagoan, who has submitted them, 
through THe TriBbunn, for expert 
study at the University of Chicago. 

The first is a papal bull of Feb.: 9, 
1758, the first year of the pontificate 
of Clement XIII., and the second is a 
document relating to the preparations 
of Maria Theresa, Queen of Austria, 
for war in defense of her new empire. 

The documents are original, written 
on pigskin parchment, the ink fairly 
well preserved, and both ornamented 
and decorated in the style of the pe- 
riod. The seals of the pope and the 
queen are attached. 

Partly Translated Here. 

Prof. Walter Dorn of the history de- 
partment of the University of Chicago, | 
and Prof. Chariés H. Beeson of the 
Latin department have partially trans- 
lated the documents. The Maria The- 
resa mandate is.in German and the 
papal bull in Latin script. Both docu- 
ments would make important additions 


to any museum, it is stated. They were! 


purchased in Graz, Austria, by Ru- 
dolph Schmuck, Chicago artist and 
collector, from the collection of the 
late Dr. Stainer, whose private mu- 
séum is now in the hands of his widow.

OF CITY'S ALLEYS 


Owners Impatient of Slow 


Official Procedure. 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. 


Mr. Chicago spent about $5,400 000 
last year to be relieved of the task of 
washing the automobile every time it 
was used. He spent that much on pav- 
ing alleys—more than ever before in 
the history of the city. 

“The owners of autos started to in- 
gist in 1924 that the alleys be paved,” 
President Sloan of the board of local 
improvements explained yesterday. 
“The fashion was set then, and ap 
pears to be more popular this year 


than last, judging from the requests 


received to date. 
“The wife and daughters of the 


household want the family car bright 

and shiny for Sunday; and with a 

dirty alley father has to use his Satur- 

day afternoons cleaning up the bus, 

or he must pay $2, $2.50 or perbaps

This shows that nearly thirteen times 
as many miles of alleys were paved 
by private contract as by the slow 
method of special assessment. Because 
it was so apparent it was printed in 
Tus Triezune the day following the 
last election that the large majority 
given each of the bond issues, totaling 
$19,070,00¢, indicated that the public 
generally was desirous of improve. 
ments, Several letters have been re 
ceived since disputing that statement. 
The above tabulation, however, adds 
additional evidence ot ite correctness. 

What Records Reveal. 

Considerably more paving of streets 
and alleys was done last year by pri- 
vate contract than by the slower meth- 
ed of special assessments. The rec- 
erds of the board of local improvements 
show that a total of 2,721,924 square 
yards of pavement of all kinds were 
laid. Of this total 1,435,160 square 
yards were constructed by private con- 
tract and tHe remaining 1,286,764 by 
special assessment. That seemingly 
indicates that the people last year 
wanted pavements faster than they 
could be obtained through the board 
of local improvements working under 
the technica] requirements of the law. 

It is possible that private contract 
work was a trifle cheaper than special 
assessment jobs, but no data is avail- 
able on that subject. It is contended 
by members of the board of local im- 
provements that the public, desire for 
improvements in haste was the domi- 
nating factor in having the work done 
by private contract. 


More Concrete, Less Asphalt. 


The annual figures fer 1925 of the 
board of local imprevements also reply 
to the intimated charge of certain 
aldermen that the board has been 
forcing property owners to lay con- 
crete pavements instead of asphalt. 
The records show that 1,794,476 square 
yards of concrete pavement were laid 
last year, of which 1,349,941 square 
yards were constructed by private con- 


a 


tract and the other 444,535 yards by} 


the board of local improvements. Be- 
cause of the lack of figures on the cost 
of private pavements, it is not known 
whether the price of concrete infiu- 
enced the property owners to lay it. 
As between asphalt and concrete, 
the records show that 98 per cent more 
concrete was laid than asphalt of al) 
kinds. The total square yards of con- 
crete—1,794,476—is comparable with 
904,267 equare yards of sheet asphalt, 
asphaltic concrete, and asphaltic mac-

Construction Employers’ association in 
the Chamber of Commerce building to 
discuss plans of unified resistance 
against attempts of the Plasterers’ 
union to enforce new wage and work- 
ing hour demands on May 7. 


The plasterers demand establishment 
of a five day week, and a wage increase 
from the existing scale of $1.50 an 
hour to $1.75 an hour. Builders de- 
clare that if these conditions are 
granted, the concessions will be auto- 
matically enforced by all other build- 
ing trades, adding approximately $30,- 
000,000 yearly to the cost of construc- 
tion in the Cook county district. 


Since the plasterers’ stand was first 
made public a few weeks ago, Chicago 
builders have been devoting consider- 
able time to discussion of the practi- 
cability of using substitutes for plas- 


construction in general. 
See Flood of Substitutes. 


The builders claim that, should the 
plasterers persist in their demands, 
the Chicago market will be flooded 
overnight with stbstitutes which will 
be a factor in eliminating the present 
use of plaster from the building in- 


dustry. 


It was said there are several such, 


substitutes on the market that meet 
requirements of the city’s building or- 
dinance. They are fireproof and arc 
being used, it was averred, to a con- 
siderable extent on construction of re- 
cent date. 

The substitutes are made of a com- 
position consisting of 96 per cent plas- 
ter and 4 per cent paper, and come 
in different sizes which are cut and 
adjusted by carpenters. 

“During the last two years, substi- 
tutes for plaster have become more 
popular,” Robert Knight, chief assist- 
ant to Building Commissioner Frank 
Doherty, said yesterday in discuss- 
ing the use of plaster board and other 
substitutes for plaster. 


0. K. with Building Department. 
“So long as the substitutes meet 


ter in the building of homes and inp 
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‘the tests and requirements of the city 


ordinance governing building they re- 
ceive the o. k. of the building depart- 
ment.” he said. “This ordinance re 
qui all substitutes to be made of 
96 per cent plaster and 4 per cent 
paper. 

“A composition of that kind is cer- 
tain to be fireproof. From time to 
time manufacturers have introduced 
substitutes that were made wholly of 
paper. They were and are barred by 
the building department. 

“ At present there are to my know? 
edge about four or five substitutes for 
plaster on the Chicago market, which 
are acceptable under the building or- 
dinance. There are also several which 
fall below the standard required by 
the city’s building code. 

“Use of substitutes affords home 
builders a saving of about 60 per cent 
in the plastering bill,” Enight added. 

He pointed out that the laws gov- 
erning Chicago building are usually 
adopted by smaller communities lo- 
cated within a 30 mile radius of the 
city hall. “

From builders it was learned that 
manufacturers of substitutes for plas- 
ter have been conducting tests of sev- 
eral which they believe will eventually 
lead to elimination of plaster as it is

Adoption of the 
amendment would serve to make the 
work of Japan Y. W. workers extreme- 
ly difficult because many Japanese who 
are in sympathy with the ideals and 
purposes of Christianity refuse to be- 
come actual church members, Miss 
Kawii declared.

Given Credit for 


Trafic Safety 


Exantnations for 
Drivers. 


PATROL of highways by state 
police is regarded by many com- 
missioners of thotor vehicles to 
be one of the most effective 
methods of curbing reckless driving 
and consequently of reducing the num- 
ber of motor vehicular accidents. . 


This fact is brought out in many of 
the letters received by Walter P. 
Chrysler, automobile manufacturer, 
who is attempting to learn just how 
much has been made in the 
various in reducing the num- 
ber of automobile accidents and in 
making the streets and highways safer. 

Will H. Marsh, chief of the division 
of motor vehicles in California, writes 
that in his opinion “ one of the strong- 
est deterrents to automobile accidents 
in California is a uniform system of 
highway traffic patrol operated by the 
division of motor vehicles.” 

—_- 


-C. D. Buck, chief engineer of the 
state highway department of Delaware, 
writes that “the most important in- 
strument and means at our disposal 
for keeping down the number of motor 
vehicle accidents in the state is our 
so-called state highway police force. 
This body corsists of 35 men, who pa- 
trol the improved roads on motor- 
cycles and in so far as possible never 
miss an opportunity to curb reckless 
driving.” 

Charlies A. Harnett, commissioner of 
motor vehicles in New York, empha- 
sizes the importance of “ the inspection 
division which patrols the highways 
and thereby checks 9 speeding, reck- 
less driver.”

Herbert R. Wilson, chairman of the 
department of state lands, highways, 
and improvements of Arkansas, be- 
lieves that the Arkansas “ law that re- 
quires all cars to stop at railroad 
crossings" is doing more than any- 
thing else in that state to reduce the 
number of accidents.

We believe that the small investor in 
securities should have all or most of his 
holdings in good bonds.

‘borrow money on them as collateral, if 


needed, and a steady income is assured. 
If he wants to add some common stocks 
to his holdings he should do so only to 
a small proportion of his total holdings, 
and then only carefully selected dividend- 
paying stocks which are selling in line 
with their real values and which offer 
strong possibilities of increasing in value 
if held for a considerable time.

who deserved a card with “ Professional Suit Wearer” en- 
graved in the corner.

bly draw to themselves many of the characteristics of frocks, 
and you see them escaping from their mannish destiny 
through the aid of bolero, cape, tiered skirt, and scallops. 
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Third is sketched a coat dress of beige kasha with 
harmonizing touches of taffeta. 

Fourth from the left Renee presents a coat of navy 
twill with cape effect restrained to the sleeves, and last, 
a beige georgette with picoted bands of self-material 
and a single black lacquer rose surrounded by green 
leaves. 


Our chosen sketch emphasizes two of these borrowed 
graces. For above the tiered skirt is posed a bolero jacket. 
This latter, by the way, resists any outside influences by 
being hooked at the waist line. As so often happens today, 
the designer here chooses to give his creation a shower of 
waist lines and so, in conjunction with the raised boundary 
effected by the bolero, we find a second lower definition. 
This latter is achieved by a narrow belt of black suede and 
gilt leather. The jacket is bound and the costume corded in 
self-material. A blouse of white chiffon and a scarf of silver 
fox add to the total of this youthful model iin navy twill 

It is stimulating to see as one walks through the fashion- 
able sections of town how the cape detail of each coat works 
to be a separate entity. There is hardly a shoulder cape 
on these new spring coats which is like any other shoulder 
cape. Plaiting plays a great part in this ardent differentia- 


tion and worlds can be done by the tactful position of your 
plaits. One of the most arresting of these plaited treat- 
ments is found in the box plaited border so often finishing 
a short circular shoulder cape. 

A geat many of the first spring top coats which we ap- 
prove are carried out in tweed, and the tweed inclines to the 
pinky beige tones. However, even in this province the navy - 
twill which dominates the suit situation finds fashionable 
supporters. In evidence of this fact let me draw your atten- 
tion to the third sketch in my central panel. 

Here 1s a Renée coat done in navy twill with its own par- 
ticular mannerism of shuulder cape. For, instead of going 
ail around the back, as your mere bromide of a cape would 
do, this quits worl after it has achieved the eawen It iz 
fascinating to observe how this cape is attached to the top of 
the sleeves by the same navy and red checked taffeta form- 
ing cuffs and border. 

Before leaving this model, let me speak once more of the 
importance of whimsical and ornamented seams in the 
scheme of the spring coat. Even the most tailored of wraps 
yield to this influence. Thus, a top coat of beige cloth im- 
ported from one of the great Parisian ateliers defies the 
tailored tradition by introducing seams which are absolutely 
irregular in conduct. And, by the way, this particular wrap 
is significant of a change which is coming over the spint of 
our tailored coat. For, instead of being absolutely slim of 
line, this shows a pronounced amplitude of skirt. In fact, it 
gives a much greater impression of looseness than did those 
slinky models of the past. 

Now, although this more commodious top coat has not 
as yet made any decided inroads upon our fancy, it has been 
taken up by a number of Parisiennes, and the comparatively 
few specimens on this side will undoubtedly blaze a way 
for more immigrants of the same type. 

For the first days that we dispense with any kind of wrap 
one cannot advise anything sounder in policy than the coat 
dress. This appears in many new versions this year and is 
again correlated enfhusiastically with the mannish mixtures. 
However, both kasha and twill are frequently employed in 
this domain, and so are numerous novelty fabrics. 

In the center of our panel is a spring coat frock that is 
up to all sorts of unexpected tricks. The V neck and 
surplice closing are both too much in line with prevalent 
dress theories to arrest attention, and the real finesse is found 
it. the skirt, where deep plaits at the side are concealed under 
a front panel. Only when the wearer walks do these plaits 
reveal themselves. Also, special attention is directed to 
that belt of self-materia] in the back, a belt which is tightly 
stitched down. Touches of taffeta slightly darker than the 
beige kasha of the frock relieve collar and cuffs. 

Of course no spring wardrobe can be concluded without at 
least one crépe froek. And at right and left of the panel, re- 
spectively, we show two excellent models inspired by Paris. 
At the left is a lapis blue crépe Elizabeth designed by Miler 
Soeurs. Here is one of those frequent models which, al- 
though not leading a double life, indulges in its own brand 
of deceptiveness. As a matter of fact, this is a one piece 
model, but a deep girdle of self-material, attached only by its 
top and fitting tightly over the hips, gives the impression of 
a jumper frock.

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» SUPPLYING, VITAMINES 


Something Raw and Not Too Easy to Digest 
Should Be Eaten Daily If Vigor Is to Be Kept 


The substances in raw foods that 


tem are vitamines. Vitamines got 
their name from their earlier classi- 
fication. among the chemical] com- 
pounds known as “amines,” and the 
recognition that they provided some- 
thing “ vital” for the living being. 

"Twas an unfortunate day for the 
world when the idea was projected 
that in order to ‘save health and 
strength anything that was vital in 
foodstuffs should be killed. When 
microbes were discovered they came 
to be as the cause not only 
of bacterial disease, but also of nearly 
all forms of fll health. They seemed 
the key to the mystery of health and 
disease, and as cooking killed the 
microbes the all important rule of 
health seemed to be not to eat any- 
thing raw lest it should contain or 
carry microbes. 

Dr. James J. Walsh tn “ Rating and 
Health ” 
strongly urges the eating of something 
raw every day. Commenting on this 
national falling of ours to eat onl 
what has been cooked, he says: 

“Fortunately the taste of mankind 
for raw things prevented our carry- 
ing out this rule te its fullest extent 
and so we were saved serious injuries 
to-our health; but undoubtedly many 
finicky persons who dreaded microbes 
actually hurt their health by depriv- 
ing themselves of the precious stimu- 
lant substances that are contained in 
raw food.” 


Boiled Milk Not Enough. 


: 

Thirty years ago, Dr. Walsh points 
out, it was thought that summer com- 
plaints of infants would disappear if 
milk were boiled. But it soon devel- 
oped that infants, fed exctusively on 
boiled milk, showed symptoms of 
scurvy in about six weeks. Even to 
pasteurized milk, which contains some 
of the milk vitamines, some fruit or 
vegetable juice is added to the in- 
fant’s diet to supply the necessary 
vitamines. ‘ 

“ Mankind’s taste for raw food is 
guided by an instinct that is extreme- 
ly precious,” says Dr. Walsh. “ People 
who live in the country are almost 
| sure to indulge their instinct for raw 
| materials to the proper extent. They 
‘learn to eat raw onions in the early 
| spring, and strawberries in May, with 

cherries in June, and tomatoes in July, 
;and apples, and peaches, and pears 


’ 


try raw turnips the same way and oc- 
cagionally carrots in their natural 
state, and find them satisfying to the 
taste. ° 

“ Those of us who were brought up 
|in the country used to go down to the 
kitchen and have the cook give us the 
heart of the cabbage, what we called 
the ‘cabbage stump.’ This has a nut- 
ty flavor, and while it is rather tough

We children looked 
upon it as a great delicacy, and I have 
known people (who tasted it for the 
first time to wonder why they had 
never heard of it, and, above all, never 
had the chance to taste it before.”

“If by any chance a.potato served 
on the table, the center of which is 
not thoroughly cooked, this is care 
fully removed, and the feeling in a 
good many people’s minds is that ito 
eat it would be dangerous.” 


Raw Fruits Are Best. 


As far as possible afl of the fruits 
should be eaten raw; our authority ad- 
vises. In the older days, when fruit 
was not kept as well as it is now, it 
was difficult to secure fresh fruit in 
winter, but this is no longer true. 
Fresh vegetables were also difficult to 
obtain, and this was often the reason 
why, in the springtime, people felt 
sluggish and resorted to medicines of 
ome kind and another to give them 
stimulus.

“The raw things,” continues Dr. 
Walsh, “must be eaten freely and 
prejudices with regard to them, which 
are frequent, must be eliminated. 

“Perhaps one of the most striking 
observations made in recent years has 
been that in animals sterility is often 
the result of failure to supply certain 
vitamines in the diet. Animals have 
been fed on an abundance of nutritious 
materials, but if their food did not con- 
tain a definite amount of certain vital- 
izing material they failed to bred. 
The supplying of the vitamines re- 
stored that function. 


Importance of Diet. 


“It is perfectly clear to a great 
many physicians now that not a few 
of the sterile women, especially the 
thin, nervous ones who are solicitous 
about their diet and eat only such 
things as they know to be nutritious, 
but without due regard for vitalizing 
qualities in their food, owe their steril- 
ity to this restriction of diet. There 
are many cases which physicians can 
recall now in which a broadening of 


their diet with the putting on of weight 
has been followed by the birth of chil- 
dren, though tror years before all sorts 
of special] treatment for the infertility 
had been tried in vain. The lesson is 
as important in this regard for men 
as for women. While we have heard 
much of the monkey glands and 
other artificial treatments, we have 
heard little of this natural means of 
conserving and stimulating vitality. 
This is only another demonstration of 
how important for general health and 
strength is the broadening of the diet 
rather than its restrictions.” 

After the rule of eating some,raw 
things every day comes the advice 
to eat some indigestible food at every 
meal. The movements of the bowels 
are dependent upon the presence in 
the intestines of material that cannot 
be digested and absorbed. Bran, whole 
wheat bread, as well as spinach, and 
string beans, and other vegetables con- 
taining large amounts of residue ma- 
terial that cannot be digested are im- 
portant elements in health mainte 
nance.

to this column from one special family 
for & repetition of the strawberry kiss 
torte meringue because the recipe has 
been lost. or the family scattered and 
each part would like the printed des- 
cription. In a meringue setting the 
beautiful strawberry may be both ex- 
quisite in appearance and exquisitely 
melting on the tongue. The Kiss, or 
schaum dorte with strawberries, is es- 
sentially a home dessert, but it may 
have party splendor. 


Strawberry Kiss Torte. 


Whip the whites of six eggs until 
they point, or to a dry froth, and then 
sift and beat into them a little at a 
time two cups of sugar sifted once 
before being sifted into the egg whites. 
Add flavoring and pour into a spring 
form which has been lined with white 
writing paper slightly damp. Bake 
for fifty minutes in a slow oven. A 
shallow pan lined with paper can be 
used instead of a spring mold, al- 
though that is best. Cut the cooked 
torte into two layers, which may be 
partly dried out if liked, and put be- 
tween them whipped cream and straw- 
berries, well sugared. If the two parts 
are dried it should be in an exceed- 
ingly slow oven, but it is safe to say 
that most. people will like the dessert 
best if the meringue part is not much 
dry, or they may actually like it bet- 
ter if it is a little wet. 

Small Meringue Shells. 


A meringue is really a baked icing. 
The Italian meringue is made of what 
we call a cooked, or white mountain 
icing: The plain meringue is just an 
uncooked icing made of egg white. 
sugar and flavoring. This is sometimes 
called a royal icing, and is the sort 
that is piped in wreaths and flowers 
on cake. When used for meringues 
it is sometimes called’a cold meringue 
paste. It is best, or highly important, 
in making meringues of any sort to 
beat the eggs in such a way as to get 
an effect like that when eggs are dis- 
tended with a fork or whisk. The 
sugar also should be sifted because 
some air is then comtLined with the 
grains and the meringue must be airy. 
The meringue professionally made is 
often dried so slowly as to be chalky 
eating. In home work we may dry 
or bake the meringues with a little 
more fire but they may crack, and so 
forth. When we dry them in the pro- 
fessional way, or bake what in family 
cooking has been called a kiss, we 
must exercise considerable judgment. 

Plain Méringues. 

One heaping cup of confectioners’ 
sugar is usually enough for two egg 
whites in getting the “cold paste.” 
Sift the sugar once or twice. Beat ‘the 
ege whites to a high, stiff froth; then

sift the sugar gradually into them, 
beating all the time. When the mix- 
ture is stiff enough to hold any shape 
formed with it, add flavoring and per- 
haps a little sugar after that. Now, 
fot common everyday use, you may 
make these in a rinsed out muffin tin 
fer an hour. Or make tham up with 
a tablespoon or with a pastry bag into 
egg shapes, putting them out on a 


slightly damp white paper on a tin’ 


and drying them for an hour. In both 
cases an oven short of a 300 degree 
temperature should be used. Loosen 
the egg forms from the paper, punch 
in the flat side, and dry further, if 
you wish to keep the shells to use— 
two for a service—with ice cream, 
whipped cream and strawberries, or 
some combinations of this type. 


Italian Méringue. 

Put one cup of sugar to cook with 
one-half cup of water, having it did. 
solved completely before the mixture 
bolls, and boil to 238 degrees or what 
is called the soft ball stage. Beat, the 
whites of two eggs to a stiff dry foam. 
When the sirup is ready, let it stand 
with cold water around it until it is 
free from bubbles, then pour it in a 
small stream over the dry egg foam, 
whisking constantly, using a wire 
whisk as in beating the egg whites in 
the first place, and watch that the 
sirup does not collect in the bottom, 
separating from the Hght egg whites. 
When the sirup is all in, add flavor- 
ing. Bake in forms or on dampened 
paper. There is much technique that 
may be followed, but the beginner is 
not likely to heed all the points, and 
pleasant little things can be secured 
after a trial or two without doing so. 
These may even be really baked in- 
stead of dried. if made into small forms. 
Try a 350 degree oven for thirty-five 
minutes, if these are put into rinsed 
out muffin tins of the smaller size. 
Let this set on a damp cloth when it 
is taken from the oven. The top may 
be taken off and a filling putin. When 
making larger ones, bake longer. 


Almond Kisses. 

Chop a reasonable number of al- 
monds carefully for part or all of the 
Italian méringue mixture and drop 
teaspoons of the mixture on a slightly 
dampened white paper on the top of 
an inverted tin.

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Why Some Peo ple Tire Us 


Ever Wonder Why 
Certain Personalities 
Leave You Fagged? 
Here Are the Real 


i 
| Reasons. 


HY is the perennially tired 
housewife? The 
ness man? 

Why do you frequentiy 
hear the remark about an otherwise 
admirable and interesting character. 
“ She tires me out?” 

Why do some people make one fecil 
tired? What kinds of personality af- 
fect us in this way? And what is the 
reason for this “psychogenic” tired- 
ness, as the psychologists call it? 

You know people with whom you 
like to be only for a short time, and 
other people whom you find it an ef- 
fort to be with at all. One hears of 
children who are fatigued in the pres- 
ence of their teacher, whether they 
are worked hard or not. There are 
employés who tire in the presence of 
one superior officer and not in an- 
other’s. 

K. N. Banham Bridges, peycholio- 
gist, tackles the whys and the where- 
fores of tiredness and personal con- 
tact in “ Mental Hygiene,” the mouth- 
piece of the national] committee for 
mental hygiene. 

From his observations one gieans 
that admissions that other people 
make you tired reflect some weak spot 
in your own makeup, although, the 
larger share of the blame may be 
shifted to the personality of the in- 
dividual who causes the fatigue. 

Anyway, psychogenic tiredness is 
conceded to be one of the greatest 
drawbacks to personal efficiency and 
cheerfulness of spirit and therefore is 
due for analysis and remedying. 

The results of Dr. Bridges’ study 
show that, whatever other casual fac- 
tors may operate to make one person 
feel tired in the presence of another, 
the factor of mental conflict is always 
present and is of extreme Importance. 


Seekers of the Limelight. 

Grouping types of personality that 
cause fatigue, the first’ presented by 
Dr. Bridges is the type of person who 
is constantly demanding attention, who 
wants to be “in the limelight” al- 
ways and the center of interest. If 
one living in the,same house with 
such a person sits down to read a book, 
study, or write a,letter, he is continu- 
ally interrupted by questions and re- 
marks which seem trivial and which 
are designed simply to attract atten- 
tion. Such a person may chatter in 
company, endeavoring always to mo- 
nopolize the Conversation, or she may 
hold attention when once she has at- 
tracted it, by being slow and lengthy 
in her utterances. She will make 
heavy demands upon one’s time, re- 
gardiess of one’ 8 business or other in- 
tepeats. 

» There are both men and women of 
this type, Dr. Bridges observes, per: 
sons craving to be entertained and to 
be first in everybody’s thoughts. Such 
dominating ways, the psychologist re- 
calls, are common in children and can 
be extremely tiring. The reason for 
tnis Mtigve apart from physical rea- 
sons, may be found in the conflict be 
tween the desire to be kind and polite

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and the wish to be one’s independent 
self, following one’s own bent, or turn- 
ing to something hew and more in 
k®eping with one’s interests, 

The kind of people most affected 
by this type, says Dr. Bridges, are the 
self-contained individuals with private 
and absorbing interests of their own, 
ag others of the type demanding at- 
tention who are themselves impatient 
to become the center of attraction. 
These latter persons may feel tired 
when in the company of people who 
pay them no attention. The thing for 
the tired person to do in any one of 
these situatiqns, Dr. Bridges advises, 
is to find out to which type he him- 
self belongs and learn to extend his 
interests to include those of other 
people concerned. He can attempt te 
modify his own extreme tendencies 
and, where the strong impulse cannot 
be modified in the other person, an 
attitude of kindly tolerance and under- 
standing, with perhaps an occasional! 
indulgence allowed to the other, will 
relieve the situation. 


Sheer Speed Is Wearing. 

Another fatigue producing person 
in the group is the overenthusiastic 
kind, who takes~all the wind out of 
your sails, or who hustles along at 
a hair raising speed. This vehemence 
and enthusiasm will have different ef- 
fects according to whether it is in line 
with our interests or not. It is more 
likely to cause fatigue when it is 
directed toward something that does 
not interest us. Two forms of reac- 
tion are noted by the psychologist to 
this situation, both of which are tiring. 

“We may be put off by the zeal and 
enthusiasm,” says Dr. Bridges, “and 
perceiving no hope of success in com- 
petition, may resort to a. defense of 
ridicule, or apparent lack of intenes* 
in order to gain superiority in another 
way. Or, we May struggle to com- 
pete with the energetic one and hb? 
discouraged by the relative ineffective- 
ness-of our efforts, The mental con- 
flict arouséd in us is between our de-

sire to be friendly and our interest in 
the subject, on the one side, and our 
wish to excel on the other.” 

The remedy for sufferers, then, is to 
find out if they have the domineering 
impulse themselves. Sympathetic ap- 
preciation of another person's achieve- 
ments is also recommended as a good 
fatigue dissipator. 

When Kindness Is Bad. 

Another tiring one in the group 
studied is the individual who forces 
his attentions and services upon the 
other. He refuses to be pampered or 
looked after himself, but is always 
“fussing” about the other person. 

This,” says Bridges, “may pro- 
mote a state of self-absorption and ir- 
ritability, or complete .assitude in the 
object of the attention. His own de- 
sire to do little services for a friend 
is denied active expression. A con- 
flict is set up between his desire ang 
the wish to be nice to the friend by let- 
ting him have his way, together with 
a desire for a certain amount of prac- 
tical attention directed toward him- 
self.’’ 

The sort of person made tired by 
this kind of attention is one with a 
strong ego instinct, one who is fairly 
active, the psychologist contends. He 
would want to be doing whatever was 
to be done, himself. A heart to heart 
talk is suggested as the best remedy, 
followed by the construction of a 
rough program to be carried out be- 
tween the two involved on a “give 
and take” basis. 

The selfish person comes next under 
the psychologist’s knife as a fatiguer; 
the one content to do all the taking, 
who expects to be waited upon and en- 
tertained and who never volunteers 
any services himself, or herself. This 
passive acceptance on the part of one 
individual of whatever is given may 
set up a conflict after a time in the 
mind of the giver. 

Among other outstandingly tiring 
personalities are the lethargic and 

apathetic, the people who have to pe

The nervous and emotionally excit- 
able person is likely to be found tiring.

choly. Similar type# are most affected 
individual. Being 
forewarned and aware of the true na 
ture of the situation is the remedy of- 
fered, and to do everything possible to 
induce an atmosphere of reasonable 
optimism in place of hysterical excite- 
ment or anxiety. 

Extremely fatiguing is the individual 
who has developed a “ grudge” against 
humanity, or against any one who 
superior !n some particular. 
who lack self-confidence themselves 
and are susceptible to the opinions and 
criticisms of others are most affected! 
by the “grudge” type. 

Snobs.form another class of tiring | 
people—not only socia! snobs, but those 
keenly aware of their superiority in 
any field. They lord it over others, 

making them conscious of their in- 
feriority. The people most easily af- 
fected here are those who already pos- 
sess some inferiority feeling.

Women as Politicians 


By H. L. Mencken. 

ACE in 1912 or thereabout, when all the professional 
uplifters of the United States were whooping for 
women suffrage, I presumed to warn them that, once 
it came in, it would do them more damage than \good. 

The soundness of that easy prophecy, I believe, is now mani- 
fest. The millenium is not nearer than it was, but further 
away. The two lady members of the national house of rep- 
resentatives are both ardent wets. 
are both extremely hard boiled. And nowhere in this kaiser. 
liche Republik, so far as I can make out, is there any sign 


that the women voters, as a class, have any active intcrest | 
| for their tickets is evidently what

in the general war upon sin. 
Eveg prohibition fails to lift them. Had they been able to 
vote when it was in the balance, the chances are, I suppose, 


that a majority of them would have voted for it, but now, | 


with experience showing its futility, they are mainly against 
it. You will go a long way, indeed, before you find an in- 
telligent woman who is.in favor of it. Many otherwise sane 
men, hoping against hope, still maintain that it should be 
tried for a few years more, but not many women seem to 


agree with them. Within the circle of my personal acquaint- | 


ance there are, a good many women who are and always 
have been teetotalers. But all of these teetotalers, without 
a single exception, are against prohibition. 

The reason is not far to seek. Womenare natural realists. 
They stand aloof from most of the romantic sentimentalities 
which make fools of men. Life bears upon them more 
harshly than it bears upon men, and that greater harshness 
gives them a clearer vision. In particular, it gives them a 
clearer vision of all schemes to make humanity perfect over- 
night. Nearly every woman, at some time or other, has made 
an effort to improve and polish some concrete man—and 
failed miserably. It is thus hard to interest women as a 
class in schemes to reform humanity as a whole. 

+ 
There is, of course, a subclass of women of a more 


| credulous and romantic kidney, and during the long cam- 


paign for the extension of the suffrage a great deal was heard 
from it. Its members roved the country promising that, as 
soon as their sex could vote, sin would be abolished. They 
had an almiost endless program of reforms, most of them of 
a sexual character. They talked magnificently of putting 
down, once and for all time, the alleged lubricity of the 
wicked male. They demanded a single standard of morality, 
medical certificates for bridegrooms, the surgical punishment 
of seducers, and many other such measures. And they said 
they would put them on the statute books, once they had the 


vote. 

But no one took these pornographic viragoes very seri- 
ously, and least of all their fellow women. The latter had no 
complaint to make about the lubricity of the male. In so far 
as they were aware of it at all, they were aware of it as 
something far more romantic than dangerbus. It impinged 
upon them, not in the form of armed assaults upon their 
virtue, but in the form of highly agreeable deferences and 
flatteries. So they laughed at their bellowing sisters, whose 
excitement was not impenetrable to their perspicacity. Here, 
as usual, the passion for reform was only a false face for 
envy. 

Since the passage of the nineteenth amendment. very 
little has been heard from the lady vice crusaders. Their 
campaign, if it is still in progress, is carried on in Little 
Bethel, where prohibition also seems destined to lose itself. 
The overwhelming majority of women simply laugh at them. 
This majority sees no reason to erect a new and bristling 
series of defenses against men. What it is interested in is the 
immemorial business of breaking down the defenses that 
men have set up against women. 

* «¢# 

Nor are the women of this majority interested in the 
puerile job-seeking that passes for politics among us. They 
have refused to take any hand in this politics, or to form 
any considerable party of their own. At least three-fourths 
of them, I am convinced, cast their votes cynically, which is 
to say, intelligently. They see clearly that there is seldom 
any actual difference between rival candidates for office. It 
would be impossible to imagine them flocking after a tin-pot 
messt#h as millions of male voters, thirty years ago, flocked 
after the mountebank Bryan. At the first election which 
saw them voting they gave the coup de mort to another 
messiah, Dr. Wilson. And on some near tomorrow, I suspect, 
they will-do the same thing for a third, Dr. C . 

I am inclined to think that this cynicism may be at least 
partly responsible for the breaking down of the division be- 
tween the two great parties, now so much discussed, and 
with so little illumination, by all the political wiseacres. The 
differences that preserve what remains of that division are 
not actual, but traditional—and the women voters, in the 
main, are happily innocent of tradition. Viewing the political 
comedy realistically and with fresh eyes, they see at once 
that there is no more genuine difference between a Demo- 
cratic jobseeker and a Republican jobseeker than there is 
between a prohibition agent and a bootlegger. So they ignore 
the theoretical fence, and there appears, in consequence, 
much uncertainty and uneasiness in political circles. 

The lady politicians who spring up here and there cer- 
tainly do not represent any organized body of opinion among 
their sex. They are, in the overwhelming majority, simply 
jobseekers in skirts, and no political idea of any appositeness 
or importance ever comes out of them. A large proportion of 
them seem to be the widows of defunct politicians of the 
more romantic sex, and their claim to office is usually based 
upon the lowly ground that John died leaving a mortgage on 
the house and children to oa : 

* 

Aside from getting them a few such charity jobs, the 
extension of the suffrage has brought women no benefit that 
is visible to the naked eye. All the great reforms that the 
suffragettes promised have failed to come off. The Supreme 
court continues to do its wicked will upon minimum wage 
laws, the child labor amendment is dead, and the general 
morals of the country grow looser and looser. Even the 
great science of eugenics seems to be languishing. The lady 
reformers themselves, sensing this failure of their program, 
now come forward with a new one, and propose that it be 
put into the constitution. 

But it is so palpably absurd that even professiona! poli- 
ticlans, who are professional idiots, hesitate to support it, 
and nine women out of ten, in all probability, are against 
it—that is, assuming them to have heard of it at all. For its 
net effect would be to destroy all the advantages that women 
now enjoy under our laws—the products of centuries of 
masculine sentimentality. Jt would make them the full 
equals of men, and so take away all their present privileges 
and immunities. If it were adopted they would end by pay- 
ing alimony and going to jail under the Mann act. 

Thus only a few fanatics are in favor of it. They are 
the heirs and assigns of the somewhat more numerous fa- 
natics who the nineteenth amendment, and they 
are I dare say, to the same disappointments, once 
they get they ask for.

Now the hand dropped from her hip and hung at her 
side as she bowed and bowed again. And when there were 
cheefs, evidently from her countrymen, she instinctively 
raised her hand to support a heart that probably was flutter- 
ing desperately against her gown. 

Her face was olive tinted and seemed a little ashen as 
she waited. There was a nervous, grateful, wondering 
shadow of a smile at the corners of her mouth and her eyes, 
black and shining in the center of this ivory mask, seemed 
to be begging that the thing he gotten over with as soon as 
convenient. 

Five minutes later she had resumed the swaying hip 
and the saucy toss of her head and was back in character. 
After that she was a thoroughly composed young woman. 
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Worth the Price? Yes and No. 

There has been much talk in this town, in which art is 
measured largely, by the gold standard, as to whether the 
Meller entertainment is or is not worth what it costs. The 
answer being, of course, yes and no. What the idiots bought 
the first night, and for which they paid $55 a pair for seats, 
was not an evening’s entertainment, but so many sops td 
their palpitating vanities. And what they have bought for 
$10 a seat since then is the privilege of a public contact with 
one of those rare personalities that arise in the theater world 
about once a generation and build up, by fair means and 
phony, a reputation of great salable value. 

Stripped to her art, judged solely as an entertainer, 
Racquel Meller becomes a gifted singer of Spanish char- 
acter song and no more. Her voice is small, but clear and 
pleasantly reedy. She is a comfortably plump person, and 
her face is pretty without being anything to rave about. 

In character her eyes are her most fascinating feature 
to me. She holds you with them, and they seem to give you 
the complete drama of the story she is telling in song, not 
by flashlight changes of expression, but by subtle transitions 
that sort of fade in and out as pictures do in the movies. 

She sang thirteen songs the first night, twelve as her 
regular program and an extra one to still the applause at 
the end. Now, thirteen songs in Spanish spread over two 
hours are a fairly stiff dose of entertainment, however inter- 
esting. And the lady who assured her high hatted friend 
that she would quite as soon hear Fannie Brice was tired 
as well as disappointed. 

But the fact remains that no one but Meller can give 
this sort of program just as she gives it. And if any man’s 
or woman's interest is such that he or she just must hear 
and see this daughter of Spain, anything either may pay for 
the privilege cannot reasonably be charged off as wasted, no 
matter what may be thought of the entertainment.

A Ruth Draper with Song. 

The songs are mostly simple. The story of a warden’s 
daughter who helps a convict escape. The story of a peasant 
wife rocking her feverish child to sleep and praying for its 
recovery, only to realize tragically that death has slipped 
past her and carried it away. The story of a great princess 
who had a habit of wandering incognito among the people 
and picking herself a handsome lover here and there. The 
story of grandmother’s yellowed lace gown and the mantilla 
that goes with it, and the kind ofa girl grandma was in the 
days when she was young and courted. 

The costumes are richly made and changed for each 
song. Only a few are flashy. With each new costume the 
manner and style of Meller changes completely, which is 
the art of the perfect entertainer. She is, to bring the com- 
parison as close to you as possible, a Ruth Draper with song. 

When, for instance, she sang her most popular number, 
“La Violetera,” she walked around a narrow runway cir- 
cling the orchestra and handed or tossed the flowers to the 
audience. At this distance her face took on the coarseness 
of the street girl. Her eyes were bold and her manners 
matched them. She tauntingly made the notables reach for 
the violets and then made fools of them by quickly jerking 
the flowers out of reach. Always, however, she smiled béguil- 
ingly when the crowd laughed and passed the flowers back 
to the one who had been fooled. Once she thumbed her nose 
at one who was overeager. A common thing to do—but she 
was the violet girl, not the artist, and what violet sellers do 
she did. 

The first night Robert Underwood Johnson, gray and 
gracious, traded bouquets with her, and the crowd liked 
that. At the matinée Friday Jane._Cowl repeated the tribute 
and the actors, who were present in large numbers, were 
pleased. Meller,is to give four recitals a week for four weeks, 
and then she will briefly tour this country.’

One of those comedies 
that carefully avoid the most logical truths after 9 o'clock 
for fear of the explosion that would blow up. the entertain- 
ment. . 

Truex is the funny Pomeroy and Laura Hope Crews the 
dictatorial sister. Helen Chandler does as much as her 
17 years permit in holding up the romance, and Marjorie 
Kummer, the playwright’s daughter, plays the sewing girl. 
Marjorie, incidentally, is Roland Young’s wife and is acquir- 
ing something of his modest method in playing. 

The lines are frequently Kummeresque. “He really is 
a most kindly man,” is one I recall. “Once he killed a 
man for having kicked a dog.”

But Vacuum Tubes and 
Batteries Do.

Manufacturers often receive letters 
from radio set owners who believe 
their sets are “worn out” after con- 
tinuous use for several months because 
they do not bring in concerts as clearly 
as they did at first Many persons 
believe radio sets ‘swear out” in & 
short time, just ak automobiles do. 

There is nothing tn a radio set to 
wear out. When it ceases to bring in 
stations properly, the accessories prob- 
ably need replacing. Dry batteries last 
but a few months. Storage batteries 
must be recharged frequently and 
given a “drink” of water occasionally, 


required current. 


Parnlyzred Tubes. 

Tubes become “paralyzed” after 
they have been in service for many 
months, and must be replaced. 

There are very few moving parts 


‘ in a radio set, and it is only between 


moving parts that wear occurs. The 


*| bearings of the tuning condensers, up- 


on which the wear is greatest are 
usually so large that they will last 


*|several years without adjustment. 


Other parts will last indefinitely. 
Rough Treatment Injurious. 
Rough treatment can, of course, 
cause injury to parts inside the set. 
If the set is dropped on the floor, or 
tampered with, repairs may be neces 
sary, although this would hardly be 
considered as “ wearing out.” 
There is one factor which may cause 
a set to lose its efficiency without its 
being treated roughly. Dust in a. set, 
especially around wiring and between 
the plates of condensers, sometimes is 
responsible for leakage of the feeble 
radio currents, and consequent loss of 
efficiency. This dust may be removed 
by means of a soft cloth and a pipe
